Ouriosity. prompted “ai. to turn to the 
last report of Sir Arthur Kennedy to 
the Home Government that has reached 
us—his report dated August of last year, 
On the 24th of the month in question, 
Sir Arthur Kennedy writes as follows to 
Lord Carnarvon: “ Thegdol is a model 
of cleanliness and good order, and though 
susceptible ‘of various improvements, 
fully meota the requirements of the 
Colony, . Crime has greatly  deoreased, 
and is gonerally ofa trivial kind, and 
eeldom undetected, The number of pri- 
soners has decreased 50 per cent. within 
three years, A perusal of tho statistical 


-| table ‘at page 168 will prove interesting,” 


In July last Mr Hennessy wrote to Sir 
John Smale requesting to be favoured 
with any.suggestions His Lordship might 
be able. to offer in regard to flogging, 
andthe following eocours at the end 
of Sir John’s lotter in reply :—“*.A sense 


of personal security has grown up in the |. 


community which prior to 1865 did not 
exist.” ‘We have made no search for sta- 
tistiog in the matter ; oar discovery of Sir 
Arthur Kennedy's statementa arose from 
our having his report to hand at the mo- 
ment, and Sir John Smale’s remark ap- 
eae ina blue book that His Excellency 

aa justhad printed. Presuming, however, 
it bo true that the number of offences 
annually’ brought to the knowledge of 


:|the police in the Colony has been in- 


creasing during late years, we are inclined 
to attribute that fact more to the noted 
increade in the efficiency and vigilance of 
the police force, than td an increase in the 
offences actually committed onthe Island. 
Tt must be evident to everyonothat orlme 
{a far more likely to be detected here now 
than in the younger days of the Colo- 
ny, when the polics force-was a wholly 
foreign one, badly organised, and notori- 
ounly inefficent, Certain it is that the 
feeling of security among the community 
was, as Sir John Smalé says, never 
greater than,at-the close of Sir Arthur 
Kennedy’s administration, and this in 
itaelf is one of the best proofs that crime 
has been thoroughly ‘held in check. 

Bis Excellency next spoke in favour 


lof a mixtnre of severe punishment and 


atterapted reformation in..gaol-discipline, 
In the severity of punishment for those 
who seem determined to become. regular 
 paol-birde” wo have every faith, and are 
par conseguence advocates .of flogging. 
Thore seems tous to bea slightincongruity 


‘lin His Excellency’s advocating severity 


of punishment in one breath, and depre- 
cating all flogging in the next. As to 
the attempts at reformation to be in- 
augurated, we should like to hear some- 
thing further of them, before expreming 
any opinion on the subject, Teaching the 
‘prisoners the way to earn their livelihood, 
and to defray the costof their maintenance 
in prison, would bé'no doubt an unobjec- 
tionable syatem of reformation, provided 
it doea not detract from the severity of 
the punishment, and make gaol life too 
agreeable for the prisoners, but if His Ex- 
cellency imagines he can reduce the 
criminal population of, this: Colony by 
raising the “ celestial’s” morals, provid- 
ing him with a comfortable situation at 
$6 month, and pouring into him 
of tenderness . and: compassion, 
we have a strong impression there will 
be a rather surprising number of inter- 
esting developments of Chinese character 
21a Chun Afook, and Wong Apo. 
In regard to floggig His Excellency 


has already prohibited flogging on the 


back with the cat, and has ev.dently 
come here with the intention of abolish- 
ing flogging altogether.
